PRELIMINARY. 
ABOUT FORTY DELEGATES NOW AT CINCINNATI.

Cixcrnnati, O., June 9.—There are here to- 
night about forty delegates, and in the neigh- 
borhood of about one hundred politi- 
cians of more or less prominence, all of whom 
are actively at work President-making. The 
mercury has been up among the nineties all 
day, and is somewhere thereabouts t, 80 
that it may with especial truth be said that it is 
growing hot here. But, despite the perspira- 
tion, the President-makers work away with un- 
flagging vigor, and are expending their energy 
at such a rate that it will be wonderful if 
they hold out until the end. The field 
thus far is occupied almost exclusively 
by the forces of Morton and of Conkling. Blaine's 
canvass must be made at Washington to give him a 
prospect of success. He is staying there to make 
it, and as yet nobody has putin an appearance for 
him. But his campaign there is watched with the 
utmost solicitude by the adherents of both Conk- 
ling and Morton. 

SANGUINE ESTIMATES. 

The former, with an audacity equaled only by 
that displayed by Blaine on the floor, coolly claims 
225 votes for Conkling on the first ballot. Morton's 
friends variously claim from 250 to 300 votes on the 
first ballot, at each estimate revising their figures. 
The friends of Blaine still claim 325 for him on the 
first ballot, while Hayes is sure of Ohio, Hartranft 
of Pennsylvania, and Bristow of Kentucky, any- 
how.

HIGHER LIFE OF ANIMALS. 


Remarkable Instances of Language and 
Combination. 


Two very remarkable instances of language 
and combination are given by Col. W. Camp- 
bell in his “Indian Journal.” The writer is 
perhaps better known by his 


“The Old Forest- Ranger. He was at Ranee 
Bennore on a hunting expedition : 

“I witnessed this morning a curious instance 
of wolfish generalship that interested me much, 
and which, in my humble opinion, goes far to 
prove that animals are endowed to a certain er- 
tent with reasoning faculties, and have means 
of communicating their ideas to each other. 

was as us scanning the horizon with my 
telescope at daybreak to see if an game was in 
sight. I had discovered a smal! he of ante- 
lopes feeding in a field from whic the crop had 
lately been removed, and was abou take the 
glass from my eye for the purpose of reconnoi- 
tering the ground, when, in a remote quarter of 
the field, concealed from the antelopes by a few 
intervening bushes, I faintly discerned in the 
gray hinds t a — * of six wolves, seated on 

10 ndquarters like dogs, and apparen 
* consultation. * 2 

It appeared evident like myself 
wanted venison, and had . design — 
antelopes; and, being anxious to witness the 
mode of — adopted by these four 
legged poachers, I determined to watch their 
motions. I accordingly dismounted, leaving my 
horse in charge of the sowar, and, creeping as 
near the scene of action as I could, without be- 
ing discovered, concealed myself behind a bush. 

Having apparently decided on their plan of 
attack, the wolves separated, one remai 
stationary and the other five creeping cautiously 
round the edge of the field, like setters drawing 
in ashy covey of birds. In this manner they 
surrounded the unsuspecting herd, one wolf ly- 
ing down at each corner of the field and the 
filth creeping silently down the centre of it, 
where he concealed hiinself in a deep furrow. 

„Tue sixth wolf, which had not yet moved, 
now started from his hiding-place and made a 
dash at the antelopes. The graceful creatures, 
confident in their matchless speed, tossed their 
heads as if in disdain, and started off in a series 
of flying bounds that soon left their pursuer 
far behind. But no sooner did they approach 
the edge of the field than one of fhe crouch- 
ing wolves started up, turned them, and 
chased two of them in a contrary dir 
while his panting accomplice lay down in his 
—＋ to secure wind fora fresh burst. Again 

he bounding herd dashed across the plain, p- 
ing to escape on the opposite side; but here 
they were once more headed by one of the 
craity savages, which took up the chase in his 
turn, and coursed them till relieved by a fresh 
hand from the opposite quarter. In this man- 
ner the persecuted animals were driven from 
side to side and from corner to corner, a fresh 
assailant heading them at every turn, till the 
appeared perfectly stupefied with fear, and, 
crowding together like frightened sheep, began 
to Wheel round in diminishing circles. 

“All this time the wolf which lay concealed in 
the furrow near the centre of ‘the field had 
never moved, and although the antclopes had 
passed and repassed within a few feet of him, 
and had, perhaps, even jumped over him, his 
time for action had not yet arrived. It now be- 
came evident that the unfortunate antelopes 
must soon be tired out, when it appeared prob- 
able that the surroundi wolves would have 
made a combined attack and driven the terrified 
herd toward the centre of the field, where the 
wolf which had hitherto been lying in reserve 
would have sprung up in the midst of them and 
secured at least one victim.“ 

At this 1 of the * the specta- 
tor shot the nearest wolf, whereupon the other 
five decamped and allowed the antelopes to 
escape. 

Here we have reason and power of combina- 
tion for mutual action that would have done 
credit to human beings. 

The anecdote shows also that there is much 
more detail in the language of animals than is 
generally supposed. Each had its different post 
assigned, so that the wolves must have possess- 
ed some means of indicating that locality; and 
each undertook to play its own part in a scheme 
of no small intricacy, so that their language 
must have been capable of expressing abstract 
ideas. 

Mr. Walter Elliot, also a mighty Indian hun- 
ter, mentions, in a foot-note to Col. Campbell’s 
account, that he has witnessed similar instances 
of combination on the part of the same animal. 
Once he saw three guselles chased bya single 
wolf. They made fura “‘nullah,”’ or ravine, and 
plunged into it. Presently two of the gazelles 
bounded up* the r bank of the nullah, 
but the third gazelle and the wolf were missing. 
Going to the nullah in order to discover what 
had become of the animals, Mr. Elliot 
found the missing gazelle in the jaws of three 
wolves. It was evident that he had been de- 
coyed into an ambush, two wolves having hidden 
themselves in the nullah, and the third driven 
the gazelles to the spot where his accomplices 
were concealed, thus making up by cunning for 
lack of speed. 

Irather think that each species has its own 
dialect, and that there is another language which 
is common to all—a sort of animal lingua franca 
or pigeon-English.”” For example, a cry o 
warning, no matter from what bird or animal it 
comes, is understood by them all, as is well- 
known to many a sportsman who has lost his 
only chance of a shot by reason of an imperti- 
nent jay, crow, or magpie which has spied him 
and has given its cry of alarm. 

In Mansfield Parkyn’s work on Abyssinia is a 
remarkable account of language and the conse- 
quent power of combination among the monkey 
tribe. 

Lou may see them quarreling, making love, 
mothers taking care of their children, combing 
their hair, nursing and suckling them; and the 

sions, jealousy, anger, love, as fully and dis- 
tinctly marked as in men. They have a lan- 
guage as distinct to them as ours is to us; and 
the women are as noisy and fond of,disputation 
as any fish-fag in Billingegate. 

“The monkeys, especially the Cynocephali, 
who are astonishingly clever fellows, have their 
chiefs, whom they obey implicitly, and a lar 
system of tactics in war, pillaging expeditions, 
robbing corn-fields, etc. 

“These monkey forays are managed with the 
utmost regularity and precaution. A tribe, 
coming down to feed from their village on the 
mountain (usually a cleftin the face of some 
cliff), brings with it all its members, male and 
female, old and young. Some, the elders of 
the tribe, distinguishable by the quantity of mane 
which covers their shoulders like a lion’s, take 
the lead, passing cautiously over each precipice 
before they descend, and climbing to the top of 
every rock or stone which may afford them a 
better view of the road before them. 

„Others have their posts as scouts on the 
flanks or rear; and all fulfill their duties 
with the utmost vigilance, calling out at 
times, apparentiy to keep order among the 
motley pack which forms the main y; 
or to give notice of the approach of any real or 
imagined danger. Their tones of voice on those 
occasions are so distinctly varied that a person 
much accustomed to watch their movements 
will at length fancy—and perhaps with some 
truth—that he can understand their signals. 

„The main body is composed of females, inex- 

rienced males, and young people of the tribe. 

hose of the females who have small children 
carry them on their back. Unlike the dignified 
march of the leaders, the rabble go along in the 
most disorderly manner, trotting on and chat- 
ting, without taking the least head of any- 
thing, apparently confiding in the vigilance of 
their scouts.”’

ANGORA GOATS, 
A Rapidly-Growing Source of Wealth on the 
Pacifie-Coast. 
Cali fornia Live- Stock Journal, 

The Angora goat business, which a few years 
ago was sneered at by some journals that should 
have known better, has been brought forward 
and placed upon a footing that insures for it a | 
grand success and a splendid future. 

There was a time when but little mohair was 
produced here. and there was but little demand 
for that small quantity. Now the manufactur- 
ers are good bids; in fact, there is a 
a wholesome rivalry, which places the product in 


demand at good figures, and as the supply in- 
creases the prices will become better and stead- 
ier. Thesales of the fleeces for the last two 
years have proved that, for the mohair alone, it 
will pay to raise goats. But the mutton is as 
good, some say better, than that of the sheep, 
and the pelts are much more valuable for tan- 
ning. common 13 is little better 
than the sheep-skin, but thé Angora skin is fine- 
grained and very strong. 

Duri a late visit to the Angora Robe and 
Glove Manufacturing Company in San Jose, we 
gained several points of information. The work- 
men can tell by the feel of the tanned skins 
whether the goats were half, three-fourths, or 
seven ta Angora, also by the looks, so strik- 
ing is the difference. The skin is not so thick 
and rough; it is fine, soft, and tough. We have 
before mentioned that for strings and belt lac- 
ings they are found to be very excellent, and are 
belng largely used already. 

There is abéut one half the increase of eve 
flock that are males, and as they are not u 
for breeding, unless the mohair is very fine, they 
are killed atfrom six months to two vears old 
for mutton gad pelts. The half and three- 
fourths breed goat skins are worth from 40 to 
60 cents each for tanning. The finer breed pelts 
are worth 78 cents to $2 each for making into 
robes, trimmings, ete. This will soon ad- 
vance. The manufacturing company, havin 
— lately started into the business, cannot af- 
f to pay this year what they will be able to 
do as soon asthe people find out the actual 
merits of the goods, and there are more pelts to 
be tanned and made u 

It is estimated that there are now 240,000 grade 
Angora goats on this coast, but probably 200,- 

is nearer the mark. This number will soon 
increase to 1,000,000, and as they increase in 
numbers so do they in purity, as only pure-bred 
bucks are used for breeding purposes. Not less 
than one-fourth of the entire number will have 
to be slain annw lly on an average. 

This, it will be seen, is to be agreat and grow- 
ing industry. Already: the Angora robes and 
gloves are found to be the prettiest and most 
useful of any. Some of the finer pelts of kids 
and full-grown wethers, when colored black or 
some shade of brown, by Henry T. Welch, 
resemble the richest furs, and are much ad- 
mired and prized for rich trimmings to ladies’ 
cloaks, etc. As the finer furs are etting 
scarce all over the world, and continually 
dearer, these fine Angora kids’ furs will come 
more and more into demand at fine prices. And 
as the buffaloes and foxes and wolves 
are disappearing, the robes of the beautiful full- 
breed Angoras will not go begging for a 
market.

There is room for a decided difference of

Mr. BLam has defied the majority in the 
House once too often for hisown good. His 
bold and audacious demonstration of yester-

—viz.: the introduction of hearsay evidence 
before the Judiciary Committee concerning 
the various bond transactions under investi- 
gation. His aggressive and defiant attitude, 
though provoked by the unfairness of the 
Democrats in i him an op- 
portunity to speak on his motion 
for a reconsideration in order that 
he might move to have the CaLDbwWIII tele- 
gram printed along with the other evidence, 
was in fact an injudicious move on Mr. 
Bann 's part, as the House adopted a reso- 
lution directing the publication of the tele- 
gram, but also instructing the Committee to 
receive and publish hearsay evidence in con- 
tradiction of the telegram. This opens the 
door to the reception of a large amount of 
testimony which had been excluded by the 
Committee, and what CaLpwE Lu is reported 
to have said about Biarns and the numerous 
bond speculations will now become a part of 
the record, prolonging the investigation and 
making the matter look even worse than at 
| present. 

SHALL WE HAVE A REPUBLICAN PRESI- 
DENT? 

Tae Cxrcaco Trrsune earnestly desires 
the election of a Republican President in 
1876, and for that reason it wants a candi- 
date nominated at Cincinnati who can be 
elected. The elections of 1874 disclosed the 
wide-spread popular discontent and revolt at 
the frauds and corruptions which had crept 
into the public service. The revelations of 
1876, when these crimes came to light in the 
Cabinet and in the private office of the Pres- 
ident, left no doubt on any mind of the deep 
necessity for a purification of the administra- 
tion of the Government, and raised the ques- 
tion whether the Republican party would 
undertake this work of reform or not. The 
country with universal approval greeted the 
answer given by the Secretary of the Treasu- 
ry when he dismissed a hundred and more 
dishonest officials, arrested them, tried them, 
and convicted them; when the President 
gave the full force of his authority to the 
Secretary's proceedings with direction to let 
no guilty man escape. The whole country 
was aroused with new fervor. The unanimi- 
ty with which the Republicans led in the im- 
peachment of Beixnap, and the readiness with 
which they conse to all investigations of 
fraud, gave new life to the Republican par- 
ty, and enabled it to recover in the spring 
elections of 1876 much that it had lost be- 
fore. It then became the avowed and de- 
clared policy of the Republican party to pu- 
rify the whole administration of the Gov- 
ernment by expelling dishonesty and incom- 
petency, by destroying every connection be- 
tween national legislation and the lobby and 
the corporations who were seeking to plun- 
der the Treasury; to break up and destroy 
the subsidy business, and to make bribery in 
all its forms a crime to be punished asa 
species of treason. Into such a campaign 
the Republican party were prepared to en- 
gage with an unbroken front and with re- 
newed zeal. The army of Liberals and In- 
dependents who sought reform rejoicingly 
returned to the Republican party to aid in 
the cause. Everything promiged well fora 
brilliant and successful campaign. 

Among the candidates named was Mr. 
Buiarng, and he was the most popular of all. 
He was bold, aggressive, magnetic and elo- 
quent. But his personal rivals had prepared 
for his candidacy. Coxxl M, and Morton, and 
Bortn had made up his record. They knew 
him as the people did not know him. They 
knew him as the man who had vote. for or 
failed to oppose every subsidy of either 
land or money asked while he was in Congress. 
They knew him as the man who had voted

niarily involved, getting the Pacific Railroad 
Company, as it seems almost certain, to give 
him $64,000 cash for what was notoriously 
not worth 64,000 cents, although he de- 
clares in one of his letters that he paid out 
that money in forty-eight hours thereafter. 
The record of all this, in Mr. Rranms own 
handwriting, these personal rivals of Mr. 
Buarve have made public. It is immaterial 
how they became public or through whose 
agency. These letters are all Mr. Bann 
his own record of his own operations as a 
jobber in contracts, in railroad legislation 
and in wild-cat securities, and of his pecuni- 
ary obligations to the Pacific Railroad Com- 


pany. 

Is this the record of a Reformer? Ofa 
man to purify the Administration, to exter- 
minate Cougressional corruption, and to raise 
the standard of political and official morality ? 

Tae Tarsunz has objected to periling the 
party triumph by the nommation of a candi- 
date thus loaded down and impeached, not 
by Confederates or Democrats, but by Repub- 
licans who are also aspirants for the Presi- 
dency. Tue Trrsuns objects to a nomina- 
tion which will be accepted by the country 
as a disavowal of all purpose of reform. It 
objects to forcing the party, unnecessarily, 
into a five months’ campaign which will be 
exclusively a defensive one. Maur Van 
Buren, in 1840, was defeated in a defensive 
campaign; Henry Cray, in 1844, for six 
months defended his record, as presented in 
his letters, and was defeated. Gen. Cass 
defended his Nicolson letter and his River 
and Harbor letter in 1848, and was defeated. 
Doveias was put on the defensive in 1860 
and defeated, and also Szyrmovur in 1868, and 
Gm in 1872, and all went down. But 
neither of these had such a record to be de- 
fended as is furnished by Biamz’s own let- 
ters against himself. 

Unfortunately there is not a speech, nora 
vote, nor a letter of Mr. BLA 's on record 
that in the remotest sense can be tortured 
into favoring reform, abolishing useless of- 
fices, reducing expenditures, purifying the 
civil service, or catting off any of the abuses 
which have stunk in the nostrils of the peo- 


ple. 
Ta Curcaco Tame has been compelled 


to publish all this record, not to injure Mr. 
Buiarrg, but as current and telegraphic news 
and as matter which the public should un- 
derstand. It has pointed out to the Repub- 
licans the supreme folly of nominating a 
candidate whose personal record will super- 
sede the record of the Republican party, and 
will have to be defended for five months be- 
fore the scrutinizing tribunal of a people 
who demand as President a man who is by 
principle and practice a Reformer. If Mr. 
Bran be nominated, then will begin the 
long, tedious, and heart-sickening work of 
explaining and defending that score of let- 
ters, several of which have not yet seen the 
light, and defending a long record of votes 
for subsidies to monopolies and questiona- 
ble legislation of other kinds. If before that 
campaign be ended the people shall weary of 
the disgusting repetition, and at the October 
elections in Ohio and Indiana shall resent 
such a nomination and such a record, and in 
November shall elect a Democratic President, 
and Democratic Senate and House, and de- 
liver to the same party the control of three- 
fourths of all the State Governments, we in- 
sist that no Republican shall hold this paper 
responsible for the folly which invited such 
a disaster by the nomination of such a can- 
didate. 


BLOOD IS THICKER THAN WATER. 

One of the penalties of great wealth is the 
expectation of an army of poor relations that 
they will be provided for when the rich man 
dies. The late Mr. Stewart, the New York 
millionaire, is an eminent instance of this. 
Annexe Jans is nowhere as compared with 
Mr. Srewart in the matter of kinsfolk. 
Nearly 2,000 relatives have put in their claims 
for something, and the New York Herald 
prints a whole broadside of letters, a large 
number of them received from Ireland, 
which swarms with Mr. Stewazt’s relatives, 
and all of them have the same burden. Like 
the daughter of the horse-leech, they all cry 
„Give, give.” A glance at some of them will 
be of interest. The Vicar of Derriaghy, 
near Belfast, writes in behalf of two of his 
parishioners, relatives of course, one of 
whom thinks he ought to have some- 
thing because he once slept in the 
same bed with Mr. Srewarr. A 
private in Company B, Seventy-second Reg- 
iment. of Indiana Volunteers, suddenly re- 
members that his father told him he was a 
second cousin of Mr. Stewart, consequently 
he would like to have his case attended to as 
speedily as possible. Another person an- 
onymously sends a communication from the 
spirit-land, purporting to be written by Mr. 
Srewakt, and ordering Mrs. Srrwarr to cir- 
culate several hundred thousands of a certain 
medical work. A Stewart in Proctorsville, 
Vt., writes that he is surprised to learn from 
the newspapers that the deceased was a 
cousin of his, and regrets that he did not 
find it out in time to meet him personally. 
Ramm Jonzs, of Mt. Carroll, O., says my 
mother is dead or she coul tell all about Mr. 
Srzwakt’s age i supose she has thre childrem 
liven iam the younges i wil be fifty-two if i 
live to the 17 of next May.” R. S. Srewanrr, 
of New York, “a poor little orphan, with 
only one father and mother,” wants $10,000 
to invest in business, having found out 
in his Bible that he is the only 
male cousin of Mr. Srzwart. Aclergyman of 
Burlington, Vt., writes on behalf of one of 
his parishioners, because she is a relative and 
a good Christian woman. Good old Maura 
MocCrizarny, of Heokuk, Iowa, writes a very 
peremptory letter, with a certificate of hon- 
esty, integrity, and veracity, and sends her 
tin-type, so that Mrs. Stewart may trace the 
family resemblance. IIlinois is represented 
by Saran Borp, of Amboy, who writes Mrs. 
Srewart: 1 take the Liberty to write to 
you to let you know that I have reasons to 
believe that the late A. T. Srewanrt was a rela- 
tion of mine my maiden name is Sana 
Stewart and my native place is near Belfast 
Ireland, and I learned that is the place he is 
from, and Alexande being our famley name, 
andif you think Iam trying to get money 
from you on fals pretence Please send me 
your address and I will come see you.” Mrs. 
Hut, of Manchester, England, writes that 
her cousin’s death has caused her inte nee 
greif, and that he uesd to nurs me an his 
nee like a baby wich made me moar 
attacht to him.” She touchingly says that 
her “‘hoaps in this world has gon 
hoaping,” and “‘hoaps to hear” from Mrs. 
Stewart soon. An octogenarian claimant in 
St. Louis write to let Mrs. Stewart know 
that her husband had one living relative at 
the time of his death, the octogenarian being 
that relative. An individual in Albany, N. 
I., with the aristocratic name of CAA 
Srewart La Montanrz makes the following 
cheeky request: Was there no mems. de- 
siring his executors to see that ‘I should want 
nothing?’ (that’s just the way he expressed 
himself to me when I last called on him). I 
should be under great obligations to you if 


| you would search among his papess with s 


view to the of such a request.” 
Mrs. E. Srewarr of Peterboro, Canada, in- 
forms Mrs. Srrwanr that she is a relative, 
and that blood is thicker than water. Gon 
W. Pray, of Lapeer, Mich., is not very hope- 
ful, for he writes: After looking up our 
family tree I have discovered that I am no 
relation to A. T. Srewart and probably 
won't get any of his money, but in case you 
find otherwise notify me at once.” Here is 
a sample threatening letter, written by W. 
Pow Wan, of New York : 

New York, April 27, 1876.—Mrs. A. T. Stewart 
Mapa: While in the Central Park yesterday 
afternoon, and being ina position unobserved, I 
overheard the following conversation beween two 
well-dressed men, whom I should have taken for 
perfect gentlemen from their outward appearance: 
Say, Jim? Yon were telling me the other day of 
a plan had in view by you to make a raise. I have 
matured a better one. Whatis it? Kidnap Mrs. 
Stewartanddemanda million of dollars for her 
ransom. Splendid idea; but how will you accom- 
plish it? Send her a decoy letter, waylay her at the 
proper point, and take her and the driver at the muz- 
zle ofa pistol. That isa bold and dangerous un- 
dertaking. I know her and her turnout well and 
will not makea move unless I know that it is per- 
fectly safe. If one plan does not succeed another 
will. Iam your man even unto death. We will 
talk more about it at some suitable time and place. 
I feel it my duty to inform you of what transpired, 
that being forewarned you might govern yourself 
accordingly. I am, with due respect, your most 
obedient, W. Power Warsz. 

P. 8. — Please do not mention my name, as it 
might jeopardize my life. 

The above are samples of the contents of 
nearly 2,000 letters received by Mrs. Srrw- 
Aur and Judge Hwrox, and there are yet 
numerous counties in Ireland to be heard 
from, which will probably return 2,000 
more claimants, all cousins. 


THE POSITION OF SERVIA. 

The constant rumors which have filled our 
telegraph columns touching the relations of 
Servia with Turkey make everything con- 
nected with that country of more than ordi- 
nary interest at the present time, and also 
more than ordinarily important, since every 
step she takes is under the inspiration of 
Russia, and with the understanding that she 
will be assisted directly, if necessary, as she 
now is indirectly. For 400 years Servia has 
been engaged in astruggle with Turkey. Her 
conquest was first made complete in 1454, by 
Monamuerp II., who in 1459 incorporated 
Servia with Turkey, except Gelgrade, its 
Capital, which was held by the Hungarians 
until Sor xa captured it in 1521. The Turks 
punished the Servians for their resistance 
with the captivity of thousands and the mas- 
sacre of whole families. Northern Servia and 
Belgrade went to Austria in 1718, at the 
close of the latter's war with Turkey, but by 
the peace of Belgrade, in 1739, Turkish 
domination was restored, and the persecution 
of the Serbs was resumed with the old vigor 
and cruelty. As last the people rose under 
Czznny Groros as their leader, in 1805, who 
was so successful that he was recognized as 
Chief of the Servians by the Sultan in 1807. 
After the treaty o? Bucharest, in 1812, Servia 
was deserted by Russia and France, and in 
1813 the Turks again became masters, but in 
1815 war broke out again under Mwos 
Oxsrenovic, lasting until 1829, and resulting 
in the final suppression of the absolute 
domination of the Turks. By the treaty, 
Mios Osrenovic was acknowledged Prince 
of Servia, and the dignity was made hered- 
itary in his family. The present Prince, 
Man Osrenovic IV., is the fourth 
of his dynasty, the others being Mos 
Osrenovic, who abdicated in 1839, his 
son Max, who died the same year, and 
Monat., brother of the latter, who was as- 
sassinated in 1868. By the treaty of Paris, 
in 1856, Servia was placed under the protec- 
tion of the great European Powers as a semi- 
independent State, the twenty-eighth article 
of the treaty ordering that the Principality 
of Servia shall continue to hold of the Sub- 
lime Porte, in conformity with the imperial 
decrees which fix and determine its rights 
and immunities, placed henceforward under 
the collective guarantee of the contracting 
powers. In consequence, the said Principal- 
ity shall preserve its independent and na- 
tional administration, as well as full liberty 
of worship, of legislation, of commerce, and 
of navigation.” ‘The Servians have the right 
to elect their rulers, have their own coinage 
and courts, and complete freedom of com- 
merce. Their only obligation to Turkey is 
to pay an annual tribute of 2,300,000 pias- 
tres, or about $92,000, and by the terms of 
their treaty to furnish a certain contingent 
of troops in case Turkey should become in- 
volved in war. 

The area of Servia is estimated at 12,600 
square miles. Itis surrounded east, west, 
and south with Sclavie provinces already in 
revolt. It has a population of 1,338,505, 
who are all Sclaves, excepting 140,000 Wal- 
lachs, 25,000 Gypsies, and a remainder of 
15,000 divided among Turks, Jews, Germans, 
and Hungarians, so that the Turkish element 
of the population is but a mere handful. Its 
chief trade is with Austria, but it has also 
commercial intercourse with Roumania and 
Turkey, its imports representing the annual 
value of $4,500,000, and the exports 
$5,500,000. The revenue is derived from a gen- 
eral capitation tax amounting to $1,600,000. 
Its finances are well regulated, and it occu- 
pies the exceptional condition for a European 
country of having no public debt. 

A declaration of independence by Servia 
would be equivalent to a fact accomplished 
for several reasons. First, it is out of debt 
and with excellent credit, while Turkey is 
bankrupt and her borrowing power exhaust- 
ed. Second, the people of Servia are a war- 
like race of mountaineers, whose bravery 
and endurance have been tested through cen- 
turies of wars. Their army is thoroughly 
organized upon the German plan, and is 
thoroughly equipped. Servia has a regular 
standing army of 5,000, a national militia of 
150,000, and a garrison force liable to duty 
of 80,000 men. Its militia of the first and 
second class is so organized that an army of 
from 70,000 to 80,000 men can be mobilized 
in a very short time. It has an artillery of 
850 field guns and 400,000 muskets of im- 
proved patterns in its arsenals. It has now 
in the field an army of 75,000 men con- 
fronting a Turkish army of 27,000. Third, 
and most important of all reasons, 
Servia has the active sympathy and material 
help of Russia, and is acting under Russian 
advice in every step she takes. Her army is 
generaled by Russian officers, and a Russian 
half-pay General of distinction is her strate- 
gic adviser. Whatever she needs will be fur- 
nished by Russia, apd in case she enters 
upon war with Turkey, neither Austria n 

will dare to outrage the Christian 
sentiment of the world by aiding the Turk- 
ish tyrants. Without an interference, with 
hands off, she can whip the Turks with her 
own troops, and that speedily.

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LIGHT WANTED. 

The first public suspicion cast upon Mr. 
Bram was in connection with the transfer 
of $75,000 of Fort Smith & Little Rock 
worthless bonds to the Union Pacific Com- 
pany for $64,000in money. This transfer 
was nominally made by Tom Scorr. It ar- 
rested the attention of Mr. Harrison, a Gov- 
ernment Director of the Company, for the 
reason that these bonds were unloaded on the 
Company at nearly par, though their quoted 
value was only from 25 to 40 cents, and their 
real value nil. Mr. Harrison proposed an 
investigation, but Ro ius, the Secretary of 
the Company, persuaded him to abandon it 
by telling him that “it would involve 
Buarnz.” Roxurs has since publicly admit- 
sed that he made that statement to Harrison, 
but has neglected so far to reveal what his 
own authority was for making it. Now the 
Democrats, will charge, if Mr. BLanm be the 
Republican candidate for President, that he 
did receive the $64,000 paid by the Union 
Pacific Company for these Little Rock bonds, 
and they will sustain their charge by an ad- 
mission in one of Mr. Bramm's own letters. 
This point has never yet been fully brought 
out to the popular view. 

In Moiiican’s memorandum of the con- 
tents of the Bianve letters which Mr. BLams 
took from him occurs the following: 

No. 12. April 18, 1872—Admits the $64, 000 sale 
of bonds, and paid the money over in forty-eight 
hours to Maine parties. 

Turning to the letter written by Bam to 
Fisuer, April 18, 1872, we find it to be in 
reply to one from Fur, in which he pro- 
posed a partial settlement of their business 
matters, and had evidently hinted that Bram 
had already secured a large sum of money 
from the sale of the bonds which had been 
given him as a gratuity or commission. In 
order to correct this impression Mr. Bram 
writes: 

You have been for some time laboring under a 
totally erroneous impression in regard to my results 
in the Fort Smith matter. The sale of bonds which 
you spoke of my making, and which you seem to 
have thought for my benefit, were entirely other- 
wise. J did not have the money in my possession 
Jorty-eight hours, but paid ii over directly to the 
parties whom 1 tried by every means in my power 
to protect from loss. I am very sure that you 
have little idea of the labors, the losses, the efforts, 
and the sacrifices I have made within the past year 
to save these innocent persons who invested on my 
request from personal loss, and I say to you to- 
night solemnly that Jam immeasurably worse off 
than if I had never touched the Fort Smith matter. 

Now, in denying that he had received a 
large sum of money from the sale of the 
bonds which had been given to him person- 
ally, he explains that the sale he did make 
was of the bonds which he had originally 
sold to his Maine friends, and which he had 
taken off their hands after the investment 
had proved a bad one. Now, what sale was 
this, if not the transfer of the $75,000 of 
bonds to the Union Pacific first through 
Caupwett and then through Tom Scorr? 
Mr. BLanm admits that he resold the bonds 
which he took back from his Maine friends. 
Then to whom did he sell them? He has 
never yet stated, as far as we know; and 
still the transaction was too large and too 
important to him to have been forgotten. A 
sale of a lot of these bonds was made at 
treble their quoted value to the Union Pacif- 
ic. Tom Scorr was the purchaser, and he 
says he got them from Catpwriu. Very 
likely. But where did Catpwri get 
them? Was it not from Buanve? Catp- 
wetL’s dispatch to Proctor Rxorr 
does not deny this, though this 
was the point in issue. He merely says that 
Scort’s statement was correct, and that he 
(CaLDWELL) never gave Bam any bonds, 
directly or indirectly, which of itself is 
proved false by BLanm's memorandum in 
Frans book; but CatpwELi does not say 
in his dispatch that the bonds which he 
transferred to Tom Scorr did not come to 
him from Buarve. Unless Buiarne can show 
that he referred to some other sale of these 
bonds in the letter from which we have 
quoted, then MorLiaax's memorandum in re- 
gard to the meaning of this letter is war- 
ranted, viz.: That it admits the $64,000 
transaction, which was first publicly charged 
upon Biarvg by Rouiims and Harrison, and 
partially confirmed by Wrison and MLLanvb, 
both Directors of the Union Pacific. 

Mr. Buanve has all along taken great credit 
to himself for having repurchased some of 
the Little Rock & Fort Smith bonds which 
he had sold to the Maine people. The ex- 
tract from the letter which we quote above 
throws some light also upon this transaction. 
Buarnz felt himself under special obligation 
to protect these people from loss, because 
he had persuaded them as friends of 
his to purchase these bonds in order 
that he might secure as a gratuity 
for himself $32,500 of first-mortgage bonds 
and $130,000 of land-grant bonds. As they 
had enabled him to do this, he naturally felt 
that he should protect these friends from 
loss if he could. But he says in the letter 
from which we quote above: Ton have lit- 
tle idea of the labors, the losses, the efforts, 
and the sacrifices I have made within the past 
year to save these innocent persons, who in- 
vested at my request, from personal loss.” 
This seems to indicate pretty certainly that, 
though Buarve felt the responsibility of the 
whole transaction, he did not actually re- 
lieve his friends of the bonds he had sold 
them until he had made his arrangements 
for reselling them to somebody else. Now, 
where were these bonds sold that he took 
back, if not to Cal DWL, or Tom Scort, or 
the Union Pacific? Will some of Mr. 
Buiarve’s friends please explain it ? 


Without any reference to the guilt or inno- 
cence of Ald. CULLERTON, who is on trial for 
accepting blandishments while a United 
States Gauger, to wink at the frauds on the 
revenue, the appearance of the Locum Tenens, 
CoL vm, as a voluntary witness against him on 
a point not material to the case, is of question- 
able propriety under the circumstances. It is 
certainly mean, spiteful, and unmanly. It 
seems from COLVIN’s own admission that he 
communicated what he alleges to have been the 
purport of a confidential conversation between 
himself and CULLERTON to Mr. AYER, one of 
the Government counsel, and thus paved the 
way for being summoned in the case. This 
conversation, COLVIN swears, was when no one 
else was present, so that CuULLERTON, who can- 
not be a witness in his own behalf, has no other 
means of offsetting it than on the general 
probabilities, which seem to be opposed to the 
accuracy of CoLvin’s testimony. The fact is, 
that CULLERTON’s constituents instructed him to 
oppose COLVIN’s usurpation as far back as Feb- 
ruary last, and re-elected him Alderman for 
doing so; and it is very evident that 
Corum volunteered evidence which he 
thought would CULLERTON’S case,

DEATH OP “GEORGE SAND.” 


In the death of Amantins-LUcILE-AURORE 
DuDBVANT, nee Dorin, and better known under 
the nom-de-plume GOR Sax,“ there disap- 
pears from the stage one of the most conspicuous 
characters of the nineteenth century. Born in 
1804, dying in 1876, and beginning an active 
struggle with the world while a mere child, her 
career spans nearly three-quarters of a century, 
or almost thrice the average duration of life. 
During all this time she was engaged, in one 
way or another, in leaving her im press upon the 
generations growing up and dying out around 
her. She improved the broad field of letters to 
sow fruitful seeds of romance, philosophy, re- 
ligion, music, art, the drama, socialism, and 
politics. The growth was sometimes rank, the 
odor strong rather than attractive, the exhala- 
tions frequently poisonous, but it was always 
luxuriant, brilliant, and fascinating. GEORGE 
Sanp was a genius. It was not her fault, per- 
haps, that genius belongs rather to esthetics 
than ethics, more to art than religion, to litera- 
ture, philosophy, thought, and culture in pref- 
ence tomorals. She was an enthusiast by nature. 
Had she followed the first inclination of an 
ardent and impulsive disposition, she would have 
become a religieuse, which indeed she seriously 
contemplated while in a convent in her earlier 
years. But fate confided her to the influence of 
her grandmother, in whose veins royal blood 
ran illegitimately, and who was deeply imbued 
with the morbid sensationalism of the eighteenth 
century. Thus, as a child ond Sanp’s 
fancy ran riot. She read h „only for the 
romance she found in it; L. rz had a charm 
for her, because he opened up in Science new 
realms of mystery; and Jaan Jacqugs Rovs- 
SAU provided her with all the philosophy and 
reasom mch her moral nature seemed to de- 
map arly marriage, soon after the 
deatn or wer grandmother, toa sort of country 
squire, waose aspirations could not rise superior 
to the congenial grunt of his pigs and the eym- 
pathetic bleafings of his calves, only served by 
contrast and dissonance to develop her longing 
for a free exercise of her faculties. The oppor- 
tunity was not wanting. She left her home and 
went to Paris with the first man who encouraged 
her hopes and responded to her ambition. 
It happened to be a young law-student named 
JULES SANDEAU, who abandoned law for lit- 
erature, and who still lives, we believe. For a 
time they lived in penury and obscurity, the 
woman earning what they got bya knack of 
small drawing and coloring. Their first venture 
in literature was together—a novel called Rose 
et Blanche’’—which was printed in the Figaro 
in spite of the condemnation of such men as 
BALzac and KgeratTrr; but the latter thought 
no woman should write. This was published 
under the nom-de-plume of “ JuLEs Sanp.”’ But 
it was Mme. DupgEvantT who furnishe/ the real 
talent to the combination, as was immediately 
discovered in Indlana,“ which she produced 
alone shortly after. Thenceforward, though 
SaANDEAU and she remained together many years, 
their literary work was separate; hers will 
never entirely disappear, his is scarcely known 
now. Her books, which are so numerous as to 
make even examination impracticable in such an 
article as this, have curiously followed the in- 

ences and conditions in which she lived from 

me to time. Her first epoch was pure 
romance, in which she gave her imagination 
free play, only guided to some extent by her 
own experiences, which were peculiarly sugges- 
tive in the romantic. Then she became more 
earnest and thoughtful, and the next series of 
her books is characterized by a devotion to 
philosophy, which is only vagarious because it 
followed the ramifications and changes in her 
studies, reflections, and associations. Then she 
returned again to the purely romantic, and this 
regeaeration was brought about by the stage, 
to which she now turned her attention. Her 
dramatic compositions have never gained for 
her so much reputation as her novels, though the 
production of a new play by Greorcs Sanp 
at the Odeon Theatre (which is the Theatre 
Francais of the Paris students), has always been 
an event of the greatest importance, and some- 
times even the occasion of an emeute. But her 
return to romance through this channel has 
given the world some delightful books from her 
old age, which bear the imprint of a purer at- 
mosphere. Her life was always affected by her 
associates in as pronounced a degree as she 
exerted an influence upon them. Ik, in 
their eight years of intimate social com- 
merce, she did much to render Cno- 
PIN’s music so tender, pathetic, romantic, 
and meditative, the influence CHoPpin had over 
her is apparent enough in Consuelo“ and its 
sequel, La Comtesse de Rudolstadt.“ So she 
betrays in other volumes the association with 
men of character and strength in their various 
provinces. ALFRED DE Musset, with whom 
she traveled in Italy, undoubtedly developed 
her faculty for receiving and reconveying the 
impressions of foreign lands and peoples which 
are discovered in her books of travel. La- 
MENAIS at one time brought back to her all 
her early Christian aspirations; at another, 
PIERRE LEROUX infused into her a curious mix- 
ture of spiritualism and the Pythagorean doc- 
trine, embodied in the mysticism of some of her 
books of that period; Mazzin1, whose book she 
translated, inspired her with a devotion to the 
cause of political freedom, to which she devoted 
herself in books, newspapers, and letters to the 
people during the revolutionary period of 1848. 
Her alliances with some of the most distin- 
guished men of the day, though in contraven- 
tion of morals and in utter defiance of conven- 
tionality, seem to have been prompted by a 
quick and responsive intellectual, rather than 
by a passionate or sensual, nature. She was 
masculine in inclinations, tastes, thought, 
and habits; from time to time during her 
life she resumed the habiliments of the 
male sex which she first wore as a child to ride 
about her native woods. The American judg- 
ment on her moral character will be harshly in- 
fluenced by the natural incapacity of our people 
to make a due allowance for the difference be- 
tween our severe social code and the greater 
freedom of that particular phase of French life 
into which she was first precipitated by an un- 
fortunate marriage. But in her memoirs 
( L’Historie de ma Vie ), which she wrote 
like most of the distinguished literary people of 
France some years ago, she says: ‘ My relig- 
fon has never changed at the foundation; the 
forms of the past have faded away, for me as for 
my century, in the light of reflection, but the 
eternal doctrine of the faithful—the good God, 
the immortal soul, and the hope of the other 
life—has resisted every test, every discussion, 
and even the intervals of desperate doubt.“ 
Now that this remarkable woman is dead 
and gone, the only legacy that concerns 
the world is her literary effects. They are not 
alleq ual in value; some of them will be for- 
gotten on account of their vagaries, and others 
will be put away for social reasons. But her 
powerful imagination, her faculty of imagina- 
tion, her high culture, a charming mysticism, 
and her pure, brilliant, and forcible style, have 
all exerted too good an influence upon the liter- 
ature and literary appreciation of this century 
not to be acknowledged, at the final exit, as giv- 
ing her a place among the foremost writers of 
her time.

That the old Council had been grossly derelict 
in duty in not calling such election long 

and censured it for its refusal,—but it was Coz, 
vin who influenced the Council not to call an 
election. (3) That the election held last April 
was too informal to give Hor xx his seat, though 
two of the five Judges disagreed with this opin- 
ion of the majority. (4) That the Council 
may call an election at any time, upon twenty 
days’ notice, for Mayor, and when a Mayor ig 
thus elected CoLvin must take his hat and 
march out. He has contended most stren. 
uously that he was not a locum tenena, 
but the rightful Mayor until April, 1877. 
This claim the Court pronounces pre 
posterous; but by reason of his influence 
over the old and corrupt Council he has main- 
tained his bogus claim for a whole vear after 
his time had expired. Inthe face of these un- 
deniable facts, what becomes of the statement 
that Colvm has been ‘vindicated and re- estab- 
lished in his rights That hedoes not consider 
it much of a vindication is shown by the trick he 
has undertaken to play to get his case before 
the Supreme Court on a false issue and a lying 
state of facts, in the hopes that his late Corpo- 
ration Counsel will help him to keep an office to 
which he has no lawful right a minute after the 
Council does its duty. 


OBITUARY. 


JOSEPHINE OF SWEDEN. 

A dispatch from London a day or two since 
announced the death of JOSEPHINE Maxim 
LIENE Ev@GENIE, Queen Dowager of Sweden, 
who was born March 14, 1807. She was the 
daughter of Eucenz BEANHARNAIS, son of the 
Empress Joszrumz, and his wife, Avovsta 
AMELI£, daughter of Maxrwriian of Bavaria. 
She was married June 19, 1823, to King Oscar 
I., who died in 1859. She leaves the following 
children: Oscar GusTAVE ADOLPHE, born 1858; 
OscaR CHARLES Avousts, born 1859; Oscar 
CHARLEs GUILLAUME, born 1861; and Evenna 
NAPOLEON NICOLAS, born 1865. 

TREDWELL MOORE. 

A dispatch was printed from Gen. Por afew 
days since announcing the death of Lieut.-Col. 
TREDWELL Moors, Deputy Quartermaster- 
General of the Army. The deceased had been 
in the service since 1847, at which time he was 
made Brevet Second Lieutenant. He served in 
the Mexican War, in campaigns against the In- 
dians, and during the Rebellion served as Quar- 
termaster, and also as Special Inspector to the 
Quartermaster’s Department of the Military 
Division of the Tennessee. } 

OTHER DEATHS. 

The deaths are also announced of Command- 
er A. C. Stziners, of the United States Navy, 
who was engineer on the Monitor in her fight 
with the Merrimac near Norfolk; also of M 
GROEN VAN PRINSTERER, a very eminent Dutch 
statesman and writer, who was the antagonist 
of the Liberals for many years. The Pall Mall 
Gazette says of him: 

Educated at Leyden, M. Groen VAN PRINSTERES 
entered into the arena of polemical literature 
at an early age, and his elaborate works of 
the House of Orange- Nasezan and the hi of the 
Netherlands exhibited his theory of religious de- 
velopment even before the era of the Belgian revo- 
lution. The pietistic reaction, which was headed 
by the poet BILDERDY:k, completely won over the 
young historian, who, in 1831, was a declared 
enemy of ‘‘the Revolution,” and followed the 
ideas worked ont froma Catholic standpoint by 
MONTALEMBERT and others of the Liberal Catholic 
school upon the lines of Protestantisin. The 
litico-religious movement of which Guo VAN 


PRINSTERER became the leader, and which he con- 
curious 


ducted with great ability, forms a very 
episode in the annals of Holland; it has points of 
sympathy and resemblance both with the Wesleyan 
and the Tractarian revivals, and with the cavalier 
Toryiem which owed its brief renewal of life, some 
fifty years ago, to the genius of Scorr. M. Gréew 
was a warm admirer of the House of 4 and a 
severe critic of the Republican party of 1 olland in 
the sixteenth century. lle detested modern Con- 
stitutionalism, though he was no absolutist, and 
he opposed the non-sectarian system of education 
which was established by the Dutch Liberals under 
THORBECKE’s leadership in 1857. 


The Milwaukee Sentinel, the whisky-thieves’ 
organ of Wisconsin, and which has been yelling 
itself hoarse for BLA, does not feel so confl- 
dent of that aspirant’s chances of election since 
reading his letters as itdid before.

ROCKFORD. 


The City Determined to Have Another 
Competing Line to Chicago---What Rock- 
ford People Think of Osterberg and His 
Rallroad---Free Whisky and Cheap Beer--- 
A Salling-Boat Upset---“ Working on the 
Feelins“ of the Community.

RockrorD, III., June 9.—Considerable stir 
was created here last Wednesday by the rail- 

road meeting, under the management of J. 

Meredith Davis and others interested in the ex- 

tension of what is now known as the St. Louis, 

Rock Island & Chicago Railroad Company. 

Rockford wants the link as much as any town, 

and no city on the route will receive so much 

benefit therefrom. This Company will agree to 

carry coal from Cleveland to Rockford for a 

cent and a half a ton, which is a tariff far below 

our present one. It has been shipping agri- 


cultural implements from Sterling to 
St. Louis for $45 per car, and claims 
to have made money at it; and a 


prominent manufacturer of Dixon openly 
stated at the mass-meeting that he had paid 
over $80 a car-load for agricultural implements 
from Dixon to St. Louis. The link is just 52 
miles in length. It extends through the most 
fertile region of the Rock River Valley, running 


| through Dixon, Grand De Tour, Oregon, Byron, 


and Rockford, connecting with the Chicago & 
Pacific Road at Byron. It would give Rockford 
three competing lines to Chicago; it would make 
Osterberg’s line a direct one from Chicago and 
St. Louis. Mr. Sargent, of Chicago, very aptly 
remarked Wednesday night that he “ always 


thought the Rockford, Rock Island & St. Louis 

commenced nowhere and ended nowhere.“ 
He was correct; no line can be of any importance 
in the West unless it has a Chicago outlet. This 
outlet will be a great advantage to and will ad- 
vance the prospects of the extension. The 
new Company want the citizens along the line 
to loan the money to build the road, the inter- 
est to be paid guaranteed by the Company; 
the bonds eventually to be taken up at the rate 
of $10,000 per year by the Company’s stock. It

MEDICAL INQUEST ON THE BODY OF THES LATE 
SULTAN. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, June 7.—The official rt 
on the cause of the death of the late Sultan, 
signed by nineteen physicians of al! nationali- 
ties, contains the following statement: 

“Upon being summoned by the Sultan to 
ascertain the cause of death of Abdul-Aziz 
Khan, we found the body lying on a mattress. 
All parts of the body were cold and bloodless, 
except that the outside was covered with coagu- 
lated blood. The body was not rigid. The eyes 
and mouth were partially open. L streaks 
of blood were upon the arms and legs. The 
veins and cubital artery below the bend of the 
left arm were cut. Only the small veins of the 

ht arm were cut; the arteries were intact. 

e were shown a pair of very sharp and blood- 
stained scissors, and were told that Abdul- 
himself inflicted the above described wounds 
therewith. 

„We are unanimously of the opinion that 
death resulted from 1 of the vessels 
of the arms, and the scissors might produce the 
wounds. Lastly, the direction and nature of 
the wounds and the instrument which is sald to 
have produced them caused us to come to the 
conclusion that the case is one of suicide.”’

CASUALTIES. 


Details of the Terrible Flood in 
Douglas County, Mo. 


Thirteen Lives Lost, and Mills and 
Buildings Swept Away. 


Aunual Coincidence with the Heated Term 
of Great Fatality by Drowning. 


FLOOD AND LOSS OF LIVES. 
Douglas County (Mo.) Leader. 

The memory of man, history or tradition of 
Douglas County furnishes no account of such a 
flood as inundated a large portion thereof on 
Thursday night, June 1. The rain commenced 
falling here in Ava about dark, and was pretty 
severe during most of the night. 

No one, however, was prepared for the news 
of the terrible destruction of life and property 
that had occurred on Bryant, Hunter, Dry, Tar 
Button, and Fox creeks, though little doubt ex- 
isted that some damage had been done, as the 
rain-fall seemed to have taken a northeast di- 
rection toward them. Last evening, however, 
news came in that some damage had been done 
on Hunter, even to the washing away of Charley 
Wilson’s mill-race and moving the mill some 
four or five feet—that’s all. This m

First to reach us was the total destruction of 
Butler & Gaulding’s flour and saw-mill—the 
best in the county—on 1 creek, fifteen 
miles from Ava—valued at $4,000.

Ce, June 9.—A few days ago I read a 
communication to your paper addressed to the 
common understanding of our citizens, in regard 
to the meaning of a nunc pro tune order, with 
special application to the Colvin-Steel quo war- 
ranto case. But what has the common under 
standing of our citizens, or plain English 
language, to do with our city affairs? It is the 
lawyers, the Judges, and the courts that must be 
talked to at this stage of the proceedings, 
and so you will excuse if these lines should 
contain a little more Latin than would seem 
healthy for a non-professional man, for they are 
intended for some of the legal fraternity, and 
especially for City Attorney Tuthill and Cor- 
poration Counsel Anthony. One thing seems 
to be acknowledged on all sides, namely: that 
Colvin is the present Mayor of the city. The
